Ladies, —The next means which I shall 
lion, by which yon may do much to promote tlie 
cause of peace, is the education of childr*”’ *”’'1’ 
your own and all others who may coir 
your iiiflueuce. 

How early impressions arc made on the mind 
of a child, it is impossible to siiy. One docs 
Eccollect all those early impres-sions wliieh gai 
bias to his mind, and stamped his character, 
believe that every impression on the human mind 
is indelible, and as durable as the mind itself; and 
“ will last forever, tiuiugh the object 


which produced the impression may be, for a 
time, forgotten. I believe that every sinful idea. 


forgottei.. 

voluntarily received into the mind, will be brought 
again to our recollection in a luliire state, i 
Worm that never dies, if unrepented of and 
pardoned ; and that every good idea and good 
ktieutioii, every good deed and every resistance 
to temptation, will he forever remembered with 
love and gratitude to God, who gave us the incli- 
natinu. to do good and to resist temptation. But 
whether you agree with me entirely or not, you 
must allow that first impressions are of the utmost 
importance, and that ttey generally stanni on. the 
mind its future character. How careful, ifien, 
should the frieiidS^ot peace he,, that the first im- 
lireesions made on the minds of children under 
their control, should have a pacific tendency. 

Human nature being depraved, the inclinations 
of a child more naturally tend to war than to 
peace. Tiiough nothing but divine grace can 
overcome this propensity, verj' much can he done 
to prevent its natural effects, by care and cultiva¬ 
tion. The more early this cultivation is bepiu, 
file easier it is to give the infant mind a right 
direction. 

Unhappily for the peace of the world, all our 
first impressions and associations tend to confirm, 
and not to counteract, the effects of our natural 
depravity. Children, whether young or old, are 
fond of gaudy trappings. We see it, not only in 
the nursery^but in the ball-room and on the pa¬ 
rade ground. In the infancy of the world, n 


kind were fond of adorning their persons-;, and 
this passion prevails now tnore among the unciv¬ 
ilized and ignorant, than among those who think 
much of the mind and little of the body. Hence 
the pronencss among military men, to that gaudy 
finery which so much delights children. “If 
lliere were no uniforms,” said Dr. Rush, “ there 
would be no armies.” A soldier is the most gau¬ 
dily dressed person that a child sees, and therefore 
ha thinks it a very fine thing to be a soldier, and 
he fniins very tfeligbUul associations between war 
and finery, which are more easily prevented than 
retaoved." These associations grow like weeds; 
and the longer they are left alone, the harder it 
will be to eradicate them; and their effect will 
never, in this world, be entirely counteracted.— 
HencB the delight of grown-up children, to aiiittse 
themselves with these gewgaws, and to admire 
them on others. And even sober and religious 
men and women smile with approbation on the 
gflttur of a soldier’s dress, though they would 
think the Siime kind offoppei-y very contemptible 
in any one else. Children are imitative creatures. 
They love to ape the soldier; and if indulged, 
habits of thinking and acting are fixed in their 
miniis, which will last them through life. The 
mother, therefore, or the nurse, or the governess, 
or the sister, who fosters such [)ro|)ensities by 
providing the paper c.ap and the featter, ami other 
nianial toys, does an irremediable injury to the 
child and to the world. 

The ear is an inlet to associations of ideas un¬ 
friendly to the cause of peace, as well as the eye. 
The deep and thrilling tones of martial' music 
have a great effect on a child. He loves to imi¬ 
tate tiipm with his little drum and uuuipet; raid 
thinks that a battle is a fine thing, in. which one 
has nothing to do hut to listen to fine music, and 
see fine sights. If, instead of martial son^ and 
music, a child was taught to sing the songs of 
Zion, the effect on his mind would be very differ¬ 
ent, though much less esteemed by an unthink¬ 
ing, war-loving, fallen world. ' j 

But when the eye and the ear are both delight¬ 
ed arotice, as when a cliil.l sees the “ pomp and 
circumstaitces of glorious war”—oruc, mwiion,' 
atifl mns'ic,—each, cliarmiug iu itself,—now all 
joined together on rite parade ground, especially 
when iiiagiiificd hv inaiiy regniicuts untied to¬ 
gether ill ilie same gaudy fiageant,—it is no won¬ 
der that young-children shuuld be iiighly delighted, 
since ota ones are—that they should climb the 
miraevy windows to see the passing show, and 
that associations should be formed whicli unite 
the idea of war with that of beamy and harmony,

Their 
c was stealing. One of the men had asked 
real, saying llml he could not work without 
He ’was refused the meat, and with a lew 
Olliers killed and secreted a hog of his maslcris. 
They had nearly tinished the poiK, when it was 
found, ami being charged witir stealing il, they 
did not deny il, but ono of ihetii remarueu wiin 
unusual firrane.ss that he must have meat, he 
could not work on [corn] bread. (His master 
owns from 60 to 100 bogs.) 1 have fiequeiiily 
heard the shrieks,of the staves, mule and female, 
accompanied by the strokes of the puddle or 
whip, vvlieti 1 liave not gone near the scene ol 
horror. 1 know not the crimes except of one 
woman, which was sieahng Jour poiaiees to «ut 
with her bread! So much buve 1 seen on one 
plauuiiion. Of the general treatment of the siav es

dentally learn. Alasuirs are not forward to pub¬ 
lish their “ domestic regulations,” and us neigh¬ 
bors are usually several miles apart, one’s obser¬ 
vation must be limited.—Hence tlie lew iiisiuuces 
of cruelty which break out can be hut a traction 
of what IS practised. A planter, a professor of re- 
coiivei-sation upon ifie universality ol 

wliipping, remarked, that “ a plauler iu G- 

who liuu whipped a great deal, at length got 
tired of it, uuu invented the following excellent 
method of punishment, which 1 saw praclisea 
vvliile 1 vvas iiaying him a visiu Tlu; negro was 
placed iu a siuiiig position with his haiius made 
last above his head, and feet iu the stocks, so that 
he could not move any part of the body. The 
master retired iiiiendiug to leave him till mormiig, 
but we were awakened in the iiigiit by the groans 
of llie negro, which were so doleful lhal we fear¬ 
ed he was dying. VV'e went to hint, and found 
him covered with a cold sweat, and almost gone. 
He could not have lived an hour longer. Mr. 
- found the ‘ stocks’such an cflective pun¬ 
ishment that it almost superseded the whip.”

three hours. In case of sickness, if the masi 
overseer thinks them seriously ill, they are I 
care of, but tlieir complaints are usually not i 
heeded. A physician told me i.hat he was 
ployed by a planter last winter to go to a 
plantation of his in the country, ns many of the 
negroes were srek. Says he, “ I found them in 
most miserabfe condition.—The weather vv; 
cold, ami the negroes were barefoot with hardly 
enough of cellon clothing to cover their naked¬ 
ness. Those who had huts to shelter them were 
obliged to build them nights dnd Sundays. Many 
were s:rk and .some had diet!. I hat! the sick 
taken to an older ]ilaiitation tjl' tlieir master’s, 
where they could he made comfortahle, and they 
recoveixtl.' I directed that lliey should not go 
to work till after simriso, and should net work 
in the rain till their lieallh become established. 
Blit the ovrn=Ecr refusing to jiennit it, 1 declined 
attending on them fiirlher.” “ I w.-is called.” con¬ 
tinued he, “ by the overseer of another plantation 
to see one of the men. I found him lying by the 
side of a log in great [-.aiu, I asked him how he 
did. ‘ O ’ says he, ’I’m most dead, can live but lit¬ 
tle longer.’ How long have you been sick ? 

‘ I’ve felt for more than six weeks as though I 
could Iiardly stir.’ Why did’nt you tell your 
master you were sick ? ‘ I could’iU see my mas¬ 
ter, and the overseer always whips us when we 
complain, I could not stand a wliipping.’ I did 
all I could for the poor fellow, but his lungs were 
rotten. He dicf! in three days after he left off 
The cruelty of ti-rat overseer is such th 
the negroes almost ireinhlc at his name. Yet he 
gets a high salaty, for he makes the largest crop 
of any man in "the neighborhood, though none 
but the hardest negroeecnn staod jt under himr| 
“ That man,” says the doctor, “ would be hung 
in niv countrj.” (He vvas a German .”)—Ohio 
Mas'.

There ai-e many who half starve their niggers, 
and give them nothing hut corn to eat; but 1 al¬ 
ways give mine meat, They do much better, 
and are not so apt to steal and runaway, besides 
J think we ought to give them enougb to eat, 
when they earn all we have.”

The conversation continued, during which 3 
expressed my utter abhorrence of the whole sys¬ 
tem of slavery. I inake but little more reserve in 
expressing my opinion here than at the north, 
anil I find people generally agree with me, that 
slavery is a cuise to the southern country, and 
slavery in the abstract is wrong, but practiced slave -, 
ry is quite a diflerent thing. I tlb not believe 
there have been five slaves freed in Florida since 
its Ccsiion to the United States. The Spanish 
laws (favored emancipation, but as one old ne¬ 
gro expressed it, “ Nobody gets free since Span¬ 
ish times.” The^laws of Florida sanctioned by 
the U. S. Gen. Gov., forbid emandpaiion. 1 men¬ 
tioned to one negro that 1 had heard of a man in 
E. Florida who allowed his slaves wages, and 
when they amounted to. bis price and interest, the 
slaves were free; says he, that man was no 
American, I reckon. He must have been a Yan¬ 
kee or a Spaniard. 

Another instrument of torture is sometimes 
used, how extensively I know not.—The negro, 
or ill tlie case which came to my knowledge, the 
negress, was compelled to stand bareloot upon a

TJial this Convention earnestly deplore tlie de¬ 
pressed condition of the colored population of the 
Uuitotl States; and they have in vain searched 
tlie history ol nations to find a parallel. 

They ciaiiu to be the offspring of a parentage, 
...at once, fur their excellence of aitaitiment iu the 
arts, liluralure and science, stood before the world 
imrivalcd. \Ve have mournfiilly observed the 
fall of those institutions tliat shed lustre on our 
mother country, and extended to Greece and Rome 
those refinements that made them objects of ad¬ 
miration to tlie cultivators of science. 

We have observed, that in no country under 
Heaven, have the descendants ol an ancestry once 
enrolled in the history of fame, whose glittering 
monuments stood forth as beacons, disseinitmtiiig 
iiglii and knowledge to the uttermost parts of the 
irth, been reduced to such degrading servitude 
: lhal under which we labor front the effect of 
American slavery and American prejudice. 

The separation of our fathers from the land of 
their birth, eiiitbly ties and early attei tious, was 
not only sinful in its nature and tendency, hut it 
led to a system of robbery,brihery and persecution, 
offensive to the laws ol iiulure and of justice. 

Therelore, under whatever pretext or authority 
these laws have been laomulgutetl or executed, 
whether under parliamentary, colonial, or Ameri¬ 
can legislation, we declare them in the sight of 
Heaven, wholly null and void, and should be im¬ 
mediately abrogated. 

That we find ourselves, after the lapse of 
eenturies, on the Ainericuu continent, the r 
Hants of a nation amounting to three millions of 
people, whose country has been pillaged, parents 
stolen, nine generations of which have been wast¬ 
ed by the oiipressive cruelty of this nation, stand- 
in the presence of the Supreme Ruler of the 
iverse,un(i the civilized world, appealing to the 
God ol' uaiiuns for deltverance. 

Surely there is no people on earth whose patri- 
ic apjieals for liberty and justice possess more 
hallowed claims on the just interposition of Di¬ 
vine Proviijence, toaid them in removing the most 
unqualified system of tyranny and eppressiun, 
uiultr which humuu beings ever gruuneil. 

We rejoice that il is our lotto he the inliahttauls 
of a country blest by nature, with a genial climate 
and fruitful soul, and where the litei'ty ol' sjieecli 
and the press is jiiotected by law. 

We rejoice tliat we are thrown into arevolutiou 
wiiere the contest is not for lauded territory, but 
lor treedoin; the weapons not canml, hut spirit¬ 
ual ; where struggle is not for blood, hut for right; 
and where the how is the power of God, and the 
arrow the iiisirumein of divine justice ; while the 
victims are tlie devices of reason, and liio preju¬ 
dice of the human heart. It is in this giorioiis 
su’uggte Ibr civil and religious liberty, for the cs- 
tablisliuieni of [leace on earth and good will to 
men, that wc are morally bound by all the relative 

ties we owe to the uiiihor of our being, *.- 

the arena, and boldly contend for victory. 

Our reliance and only hope is in God. 
cess attend the effort, the downfall of Africa from 
her ancient pride and splendor, will have been 
more than glorious to the estahlishineiit of reli¬ 
gion ; every drop of blood spilt by her descend¬ 
ants under the doniiiiion of prejudice and perse¬ 
cution, will have produced peaceful rivers, thal 
shall wash from the soil of the liuman heart, the 
mountains of vice and corruption, under wliicii 
this nation has long withered. 

And if cur presence in this country will aid it 
producing such a desirable reform, althougu wi 
have been reared under a a most debasing system 
of tyranny and oppression, we shall have been 
born under the most favorable auspices to promote 
llie redemption of the world; for our very sighs 
and groans, like the blood of martyrs, will prove 
to have been the seed of the chureli; for they 
will freight the air with their voluminious ejacu¬ 
lations, and will be horn upwards by the power of 
virtue to the great Ruler of Israel, for deliverance 
from this yoke of merciless bondage. Let us not 
lament, that untler the present constituted powers 
of this govermn.eni, wfe are disfranchised; tetter 
far than tc be jiartakeis of its guilt. Let us refuse 
to be allured by the glittering endowments of offi¬ 
cial statiou.s, or enchanted with the robe of Amer¬ 
ican citizenship. Bur let us choose like true pat¬ 
riots, rather to he the victims of oppression than 
the administrators of injustice. 

Let no man remove from his native country, for 
our principles are drawn from the hook of divine 
revelation, and are incorporated in the Declaration 
of Independence, “that all men arc bom equal, 
and endowet! by their Creator with certain inalien¬ 
able rights; that among iIicsb are tin-., liberty, and 
the pursuit of happiness.” Therefore, our only 
trust is in the agency of divine truth, and the 
spirit of American liberty;. our cause is glorious 
and must finally triumph. Though the blighting i 
hand of time should sweep us from the stage of 
action; though other gec^tions should pass 
away, oiir principles- will live forever; we will 
teach our children, and onr children’s children, to 
hand them down to unborn generations, and to the 
latest posterity ; not merely for the release of the 
bondman from bis chains, nor for the elevation of | 
the free colored man to the privileges of citizen¬ 
ship ; nor for the restoration of the world from 
infidelity and superstition; hut from the more fa¬ 
tal doctrine of expediency, without which the true 
principles of religion cun never he estublished, 
liberty never secure, or the s.-tcred rights of man 
remain inviolate. 

Il is ourfoitiiue to live in .an era, where the mo¬ 
ral power of this nation is waking up to the evils 
of slavery, and the cause of our oppressed breth¬ 
ren throughout this country. We see two rival 
institutions* invoking the benevolence of nations 
to aid in changing our cOtiditiou. The former 
proposes an indirect action on the sin of slavery, 
by removing the free, to the land of their fatheis! 
The latter,a direct action on the subject of slavery, 
by denouncing its guilt, while it pleads for the ele¬ 
vation of the free colored man in the laud of his 
nativity. 

The former we reject. I^st, because il is un¬ 
necessary, there being sufficient amouut of territo¬ 
ry on this continent to contain ten times the num¬ 
ber of its present inhabitants. Secondly, Because 
it anti-republitan in its nature and tendency; for

exrat Therefore we, as ardent lovers of oUr coiin- 
tiy’s Welfare, would be guilty ol leaving it to writhe 
under the dominion of a prejudice imimea! to the 
principles of morality religion and virtue, while 
on the contrary we might have aided its removal. 
Tlierefore we lielieve and affirm that the duty 
owe to the land of our birth, the interest of 
suffering brethren, tlie cause of justice, virtue and 
religion, appeal to us in the most emphatic strains 
to remain on our soil, and see the salvation of God 
and the true principles of freedom 

Therefore we do not desire to see our numbers 
decreased, but we pray God tliat we may lawfully 
multiply in numbers, in moral and intellectual en¬ 
dowments, and that our visages may be as so many 
Bibles, that shall warn this guilty nation of her 
injustice and cruelty to the descendants of Africa, 
until righteousness, justice and truth, shall rise in 
their might and majesty and proclaim from the 
halls of legislation that the chains of the bondsman 
have fallen, that the soil is sacred to liberty, and 
that withtiut distinction of nation or complexion 
she disseminates alike her blessings of freedom to 
all mcmldnd. 

Then let us rally around her standard and aid 
iu cementing and perpetuating that bond of 


.4s it regards the latter institution, we telieye 
that it is preparing the way for tliafaesiraBIe event, 
jyiih iheiu we will m.ske ono common cause, 
isfied to await the same issue. 

With them we are willing to labor for its achieve¬ 
ment, and terminate our lives as martyrs, in sup¬ 
port of its principles, Wc will raise our moral 
flag, bearing for its inscription, “do unto others as 
you would have them do unto you ; ” under this 
banner we will rally our countrymen without dis¬ 
tinction of caste or complexion. 

We therefore declare to the world, that ou 
ject is to extend the principles of universal peace 
and good will to all mankind, by promoting sound 
morality, by the influence of education, teinper- 
aiice, economy, and all those virtues that alonei 
render man acceptable in the eyes of God or 
civilized world. 

Wo therefore consider it due to our friends, 
id our enemies, nay, to the world, that previous 
our taking this decided stand, we should make 
this just exposition of our sentiments .—We have 
drawn out principles of human rights from an j 
thority above human legislation,—Therefore 
cheerfully enter on this moral warfare in defence 
of liberty, justice, and humanity, conscious that 
whether we live to witness its completion, or die 
anticipation of its glorious results, that it has 
already teen eommiited to the friends of liberty 
and Christianity throughout the world, and to them 
we look for its final consummation.—We there¬ 
fore mutually pledge ourselves to these principles,
